2 —If military strategy called for the 
United States to go to war to stop Com­ 
munist advances which Is why it says it 
Is involved in the m ilitary chaos of Viet 
N am 's civil w ar—the unlikeliest place on 
earth to fight would be the rice paddies, 
jungles, swamps and m arshes of South 
Viet Nam 
3.—This country's involvement in South 
Viet Nam grew like Topsy, not like a 
logical campaign. It started with a hand­ 
ful of m ilitary advisers who were going 


to help the native m ilitarists organize 


an arm y to .sustain the government. It 
kept growing, until today the United States 


is involved deeply in a war to contain 


the expansion of the Chinese People’s Re­ 


public and the Union of Soviet Socialist 
Republics in Asia.

Nam before it has to settle for another 
Korean truce. 


What's a 'Luxury Tax'? 


Hope is stirring again for repeal of 
the e 
nuisance 
taxes 
imposed 
during 
World War II for the dual purpose of 
producing revenue and curtailing certain 
m arginal expenditures. 
That, at least, was what the public 
thought about “ luxury taxes.” like the ex­ 
cise tax on cosmetics, leather goods and 
telephone service were for — to help the 
war effort. 
But it apparently was not what federal 
legislators 
thought 
about 
these 
taxes, 
which they now have clung to jealously 
for nearly a quarter of a century. 
Curtailment of “ luxury” spending long 
since 
made 
no 
sense. 
Congress 
has 
thought only of the revenue the taxes pro­ 
d d ed . It has abandoned all pretense of 
logic and concentrated on loot. 
Telephone service, for example, is no 


luxury in this era of universal commu­ 
nication. The telephone is an indispens­ 
able tool of comm erce 
There is no logic in continuing a tax in­ 
tended original!’’ to discourage the m r of 
telephones at a ime when telephone com­ 
panies are promoting their use in ways 
not yet dream ed of when the IO per cent 
tax was imposed. 
This is no trifling item. In this state 
alone. Ohio Re'* collected ***2 m i’lion in 
excise taxes in 1964 -.an average of $17.52 
from each of 1,872.000 customers. 
President .Johnson is on record in on- 
position to continuing an excise tax struc­ 
ture jerry-built during w artim e and still 
in existence. The structure is out of keep­ 
ing with his belief that the tax structure 
.should 
help 
productive 
enterprise, 
not 
hinder it. 


Ministers And Shadows 


No one pattern of government can be 
said to work better than another, provided 
both patterns seem satisfactory to the 
governed. 


But no American can help but wonder 
lf one detail of Britain's pattern might be 
worth copying here. 
The British Conservative party, loser in 


Park Needs 
The $1,678,000 recommended tor expan­

Commission and recreational leaders an­ 
nounced big plans for the site several 
years ago but little has been done. At this 
time of the year, city officials ought to 
give some adention to spending a little 
money at the park this summer. Two bail 
fields and one picnic shelter (built by the 
Kiwanians) don’t make a park.

In the United States. Richard Nixon 
would be, in all probability, shadow secre­ 
tary of state, Gov. Scranton of Pennsyl­ 
vania would understudy the secretary of 
treasury. 
Gov. 
Romney 
would 
be 
the 
standby secretary of interior, form er Sen. 
Coldwater would be the shadow for He­ 
le n a Secretary McNamara. Sen. Smith 
wou’d be the understudy for postm aster 
general and so on. 


It might bring no net improvement, hut 
the idea is fascinating. There’s only one 
thing wrong with it In the United States, 
with elections scheduled at four-year in- 
tercels and adminD ■ 'ion* bke'v to run 
eight years, a shadow would feel more 
like a ghost.

Dear Truman Twill: 
I’ve just been reading a book about the 
Crusades. They started in the 1090s. also 
known as the lith Century. That was be­ 
fore our time. But they sure were stupid 
in those days. too. 
They were dependent upon horses for 
travel and took great pride in the looks, 
^ ’horsepower” and ability of their loyal 
* steeds. Some people would spend a lot of 
time grooming these animals- tinkering 
•with their accessories such as saddle and 
bridle, anointing horsehides with oil and 
ma King sure the hooves were safe for a 
few more miles. 
Then when they were sure the beasts 
•were fit for action, they would arm them- 
.selves with a lance and charge out onto 
the highways and byways looking 
for 
unwary travelers to impale or unseat. 
This was considered great sport, especial­ 
ly by young bloods training to grow up 
in to brave knights, lords and barons. 


THEIR MEDICAL knowledge was prim ­ 
itive, and the death toll from these chival­ 
rous and unchivalrous encounters between 
riders and pedestrians on the highways 
.was scandalously high. 
All right-thinking people constantly shook 
♦heir heads in apprehension and wondered 
whore it would end. 
Then, mostly for spiritual reasons but 
also a little bit for private m aterial gain, 
they organized the Crusades and 
pro­ 
ceeded afoot and on horseback hundreds 
£nd hundreds of miles through hostile ter­ 
ritory to engage in battle with other people 
cf different religious beliefs. 
I In those days, everybody had designs 
(Mi everybody else * land, property, wealth, 


happiness 
and 
beliefs, 
and 
everybody 
wanted 
evervbod'- 
else 
to 
agree 
with 
him. No one was safe from attack, so the 
thmg to do was attack first. 
The Crusades sent a vast arm y to the 
distant populous East to wrest that land, 
wit! 
its sniri'ual and m aterial wealth, 
from the cruel, tyrannical chieftains who 
ruled there. 
LOOKING BACK on the Crusades now, 
many people cannot figure out how the 
bris ant leaders of that time could have 
made such a serious error in judgm ent 
a* to make war so far from home. 
But they knew the art of w arfare well. 
Taey could build huge wooden catapults 
to f url large stones that crumbled the 
walls of enemy fortifications. H ie enemy, 
in turn shot flaming arrows back at the 
invaders to burn up the wooden catapults, 
which were cumbersome and could not 
be duplicated on the scene. 
The most serious obstacle the crusaders 
met was that of a hostile land filled with 
peonle who did not want them there and 
con'd cut off the invaders’ water and food 
supply and let them die whenever thev 
became ill or wounded. 
’lie Crusaders operated from distant 
bases whereas the enemy was defending 
its homeland. 


Eventually 
after 
several 
centuries 
peace was restored to the world and a 
thriving trade grew up between the peo- 
p es of the different nations. All fear 
jealousy and hatred vanished and was re­ 
placed by everlasting mutual faith and 
love—for a little while.

An elderly Vietnamese man 
in the traditional long flowing 
gown drove his motor scooter 
near an American correspond­ 
ent and fanged out a one-word 
curse: “ D eath.” 
At one end of this town of 
1,000 persons, a long yellow-and- 
red governm ent flag straggles 
limply from a tree branch near 
the

with 
tins sign 
painted near the roof: “ We wel­ 
come 
aid 
from 
friendly 
countries.” 
At the other end of the village 
— only half a mile — is a newly 
erected archway over the road, 
with banners reading; “ Hurrah 
for the seven-day cease-fire of 
the National Liberations Front 
of South Viet N am ” 
(the po­ 
litical organization of the Viet 
Cong guerillas) and “ the people 
should compete in the fight for 
many accom plishments during 
the year 1965.” 
The archway, made of crude 
tree 
branches, 
was 
bedecked 
with gay yellow-and-white enve­ 
lopes 
containing 
propaganda 
leaflets. 
Near 
the 
archway, 
a 
Viet 
Cong banner dangling above the 
gate of the government prim ary 
school 
reads: 
“ Our 
brother 
soldiers” 
(of the 
governm ent 
side). “ Oppose the restriction 
order: insist on being allowed to 
com e home and celebrate the 
T et” (the lunar New Year*. Viet 
Cong flags, made of celluloid 
paper, had been pasted onto the 
gates of individual hom es—and 
even on the governm ent’s “ turn 
right” road side. 


IN THE MIDDLE of the vil­ 
lage, near the turn of the only 
dusty 
road, 
two 
governm ent 
m arine companies are dug in 
behind bulldozed dirt em bank­ 
m ents, like a m iniature fort, 
which they will leave in several 
days to move their patrolling 
operations elsewhere. 
Officially, and on paper, Hoa 
Long is one of the 230-plus dis­ 
trict headquarters in Viet Nam 
which the government considers 
it owns. Unofficially, and on the 
ground. Hoa Long illustrates the 
ever - tightening grip the Viet 
Cong have clenched around the 
citizens and peasants. 
The district chief, whom one 
citizen said he had never seen, 
reportedly estim ated that 90 per 
cent of the villagers are Viet 
Cong sympathizers. (“ The dis­ 
trict chief has a nice house; 
why should he leave it?” a vil­ 
lager complained.) 
‘‘In 1964 the Viet Cong fought 
for and won the villages in the 
country,” explained a veteran 
French colonel who had fought 
in the French Indochina War al­ 
most a decade ago. “ Now the 
Viet Cong will use the villages 
to encircle and grab the towns. 
T h at’s Mao Tsetung, Paragraph 
2 ” 


WE STOPPED at the edge of 
the village to talk with Nguyen 
Linh, who was riding his toffee- 
colored bull in a sm all grassy 
a rea near sawed-off trees, foun­ 
dations of destroyed houses and 
a 
modest - sized 
Buddhist 
pagoda 
Mr. Linh, who voiced 
Viet Cong argum ents, said 
he 
w as actually 43 years old. but 
when he was born it took so long 
to get his birth registered that 
be is officially only 40 year* old. 


He was hard-muscled, of dark 
complexion, with deepset eyes 
and a tuft of a tobacco-colored 
beard protruding from his chin. 
‘ l e t here is very sad this 
y ear,” he said, referring to the 
Christmas-like festivities of the 
lunar New Year. “ Tet used to 
be a happy time for us, but not 
now.” 
“ The crops are very bad this 
year. We usually have a good 
rice harvest, but this year the 
crop was very bad. The govern­ 
m ent 
airplanes 
fly 
over and 
m ake the rice lie down — just 
like 
they had 
pulled 
a huge 
grass m at over the field a n d 
made the rice flat. The rice on 
the bottom 
is soggy 
and 
is 
ruined. Of course, the planes fly 
high but they still flatten 
the 
rice . . 
By this time he was in a visi­ 
ble state of irked excitem ent 
and had jumped off his bu' 
“ Look here—right here where 
we are standing,” he continued, 
getting 
more 
anim ated 
and 
twisting his beard into a wispy 
cone. “ The governm ent soldiers 
cam e in here and bulldozed our 
houses away. 
THEY 
CAME 
and 
t o l d 
everyone living in this area that 
they would have to move be­ 
cause it was 
insecure 
here. 
Those that could afford it re­ 
built 
houses 
nearer 
the 
dis­ 
trict headquarters. Then, a few 
weeks later — just a month ago 
— the soldiers cam e bark and 
said that everyone had to move 
im m ediately. And they did not 
offer to help us transport our 
goods or to pay ..s money for 
our land. 
“ And a few days later they 
came and started bulldozing the 
houses — just like the big flat­ 
iron — and they bulldozed down 
our breadfruit and sabotje trees. 
People used to make monev on 
these trees. The ones too big to 
bulldoze, they had other soldiers 
saw off. 
“ And it was private land, big 
the government just took it. I 
heard that Amer.can aid was 
going to give the people 500 
piastres ($7) 
for their thatch 
houses and 1,000 piastres ($14) 
for their cement block houses. 
“ Several 
days 
ago govern­ 
ment troops went to a village 
six kilometer from here and told 
the people they would have to 
move. The people were allowed 
to take nothing except what they 
had on their backs. They all 
wanted to take something, be­ 
cause 
everyone 
m ust 
have 
something 
new 
to 
put on 
the first days of Tet. but t h e 
soldiers wouldn’t let them. 


“ THEN YESTERDAY at noon 
the people came back to their 
homes — but their homes had 
been looted — everything worth­ 
while was gone. I don’t know 
who did it — both the govern­ 
ment troops and the Viet Cong 
are capable of doing something 
like that. If you have any influ­ 
ence get the government to give 
us security so we can do our 
work and make a living without 
being terrified all the time. We 
are truly m iserable.” 
R ather elated at the way he 
had verbally explained the mis- 
erv of the townspeople, he then 
enacted a one-man pantomime 
of a battle, in which with the 
stiff, 
stylized 
gestures 
of a 
Chinese opera he becam e in one 
moment 
a 
guerrilla 
sneaking 
through tile forest and the next 
moment 
a 
bayonet - wielding 
m arine. 
We asked him it he had had a 
chance tor much education, to 
which he replied “O, yes,” and 


immediately 
blurted 
out 
a 
countdown of from I to 20 in 
Frencn. 
“ I can count further t h a n 
that, but it takes me longer,” he 
added 
He hopped back on his bull 
and we walked down tne road 
to the m a r i n e encampment 
around a large house strewn 
with army cots and mosquito 
nets. 
WHEN WE ASKED about the 
L„ops looting the houses in toe 
neighboring 
village, an AMer 
lean Marine adviser tugged al 
h s sweaty T-shirt and yelped 
“ They 
should 
have 
burned 
tftose houses. T h a ts a Viet Cong 
Village; they have trenches 13 
feet deep all along the village 
perim eter. The Viet Cong have 
tunnels leading from the houses 
out 50 yards into the fort. 
“The Special Forces moved 
the people out so they could 
wait for the Viet Cong to return. 
What do the people have to com­ 
plain about? We lost one of the 
best Vietnamese troopers there 
just a couple of days ago.” 
We then walked 50 feet down 
the dusty road and met Vo Huu 
Ba. a 63-year-o!d farm er, also 
with a wispy g r a y beard but 
leading a pony from his house. 
He 
said he had 
never been 
m arried and then assured us he 
knew nothong about politics, in­ 
cluding even American aid. 
A younger-looking man in an 
old. white, but clean shirt and 
shorts explained that “ Ameri­ 
can aid” is “ those goods which 
America gives to Viet N am .” 
He then took it upon himself 
to explain the situation in h i s 
own terms, which were very 
much the term s that Viet Cong 
propagandists 
and 
cadre 
use 
consistently. 
“ We have never received any 
American aid here,” he s a i d 
specifically though he stood only 
50 feet away from the cement 
blockhouse built with American 
funds and used as an informa­ 
tion center. 
Government post­ 
ers, printed by the United States 
Information Service, had b e e n 
either ripped or washed off by 
rain. 
“ And we've never seen a rep­ 
resentative of American aid or 
the Vietnamese government giv­ 
ing aid. H ie province and dis­ 
trict officials get all the aid. We 
don’t see it at the village level. 
“ Besides we don't want any 
American aid. If you want to 
help us, try to find a way so 
there’s no more fighting. We 
just want to have quiet so we 
can make a living.”

Although the current Congress 
has been in session only a few 
weeks it's 
already 
apparent 
that the overwhelming majority 
in 
both 
houses 
won 
by 
the 
Democratic party last autumn 
can be overturned at will by a 
coalition 
of Republicans 
and 
Democrats who may wish to 
oppose certain m easures of the 
Johnson administration. 
While coalitions have been in 
existence 
in both 
houses 
for 
the last 30 years, the new com­ 
bination of 
Republican 
and 
Democratic votes if not likely 
to emerge on the sam e issues as 
have arisen in the past. Thus, 
on civil rights questions, the co­ 
alition isn t able to command a 
m ajority because the Northern 
Republicans 
v o t e 
with 
the 
Northern Democrats and this 
constitutes a big majority. 
It is, however, on economic 
Issues which appeal to non-rad­ 
ical members in both parties 
that significant votes will be 
taken 
One example is labor 
legislation. 


PRESIDENT 
JOHNSON 
re­ 
cently recommended that the 
Taft-Hartley Act be amended 
so as to perm it comptislory un­ 
ionization in all states which 
now have laws against it 
This is a question loaded with 
trouble even for the labor un­ 
ions 
themselves, 
which 
are 
esoousing the change. Once Con­ 
gress 
begins 
to 
debate 
any 
change in the Taft-Hartley Act, 
there are certain to be counter­ 
demands for strict regulation of 
strikes and also the 
internal 
affairs of labor unions, especial­ 
ly as they approach nonopolistic 
practices 
lf such an issue came to a 
vote today, it seem s certain that 
a majority would be found in 
the Hot*?? of Representat ves as 
well as in the Senate to pre­ 
vent the passage of any one­ 
sided legislation 
which 
would 
give the labor unions advan­ 
tages they have not heretofore 
possessed. 
There are ot' er issues, too, 
on which a coalition will make 
itself felt. Such instances, how­ 
ever. will not be frequent and 
the coalition’s power will not be 
exercised except on very im­ 
portant legislation which could 
have repercussions in the next 
campaign. 
In the congressional election 
of 
1966, 
which 
is 
about 
20 
months away, all members of 
the House and the one-third of 
the Senate who will be seeking 
reelection will not be able to 
ride along on the coattails of 
the President, as was the case 
in 1964. 


THIS MEANS that throughout 
the United States the contests 
• will be local. While a certain 
hard core of ciizens in both 
parties vote the regular ticket 
anyway, there are many 
in­ 


dependents who swing from Ona 
side to the other in congres­ 
sional elections. 
There are, moreover, many 
Democrats who were elected in 
the landslide of last autumn 
with a 
narrow majority 
and 
this could easily be wiped out 
In the next congressional elec­ 
tion, More and more, therefore, 
the new mem bers will be watch­ 
ing popular trends. 
Perhaps the most striking ex­ 
ample. however, of the influ­ 
ence of a cor Mf ion on domestic 
affairs was given in a little- 
noticed vote recorded early in 
the session when there was a 
technical 
motion 
before 
the 
House of Representatives deal­ 
ing with rules changes. 
The adm inistration's request 
was granted and increased pow­ 
er was placed 
in Hie hands 
of the speaker so that he can 
force action on legislation but 
the 
administration 
motion 
to 
prohibit any amendment to the 
package on rules questions re­ 
ceived 224 votes, w ide 201 were 
cast against it. 


THESE 201 votes constituted 
a coalition of 7.1 Democrats and 
123 Republicans. The 224 votes 
on the adm m istrauon's side con­ 
sisted o: 203 Democrats and 16 
Republicans. 
If only 12 of the 16 defect- 
ng Republicans had Slayed with 
the 
Re, ubluan 
majority 
and 
voted with the 78 Dem ocrats, 
the Administration would have 
been handed a erious and last­ 
ing defeat, an.i whatever rules 
changes wore voted in the end 
w auld have b 
n materially re­ 
duced in sco e. 
It could be argued that the 
Republican'- on the opening day 
were in disarray, a- they had 
just gone through a contest over 
their leadership but the episode 
indicated 
nevertheless 
t h a t 
House Democrats in large num­ 
bers showed they could vote in- 
dependenth of the White Hous-e. 
In fact, in the Senate this in­ 
dependence is even more appar­ 
ent than in the House. 


ONE 
THING 
is 
c le a r-th e 
Democratic party cannot com­ 
mand a m ajority without the 
aid of certain “ liberal” Repub­ 
licans. and the customary coa­ 
lition cannot prevail today un­ 
less nearly all of the Repub­ 
licans vote with the conserva­ 
tive Dmocrats, most o! whom 
are from Southern states. 
It’s not certain yet w hether 
the Southern 
Democrats 
who 
may find them selves up against 
Republican nominees in the next 
election will veer more toward 
the adm inistration or away from 
it, but sentim ent in the South 
has changed very little on bas­ 
ically conservative issues. 
It looks, therefore, like an in­ 
definite period of bipartisan co­ 
alition which at 
least can be 
described as non-radical, if not 
conservative.

steam ing river port, he is Mike, 
the 
smiling 
Gringo 
with

ready helping hand, the slap on 
the back and the timely word of 
advice. 
He will lope out into the hot 
sun to aid an illiterate Indian. 
He is the m an to know — and 
who 
knows 
alm ost 
everyone 
along this stretch of the Amazon 
some 2,000 miles west of its 
Atlantic mouth and just south of 
the equator. 
Mike is Michael Tsalickis, 37, 
the son of Greek im m igrants 
who live at Tarpon Springs, Fla. 
He came to Colombia in 1950. 
His world is the western Ama­ 
zon and the jungle which sur­ 
rounds this 
primitive trading 
post on the Colombia, Brazilian 
and Peruvian frontier. 
It is the world of the man-eat­ 
ing catfish which will pull a na­ 
tive under in a flash if he is so 
foolish as to try a swim, of the 
deadly piranha 
of the tribu­ 
taries, and of dense vegetation 
which can obliterate a crashed 
plane in three days. 
Mike calls it just about the 
finest place on earth. 
Admittedly 
an 
operator 
of 
first rank, Tsalickis dabbles in 
everything while concentrating 
on his main business of trapping 
jungle anim als for U.S. m ark­ 
ets. 
“ I get along fine with every­ 
body,” he says. “ I keep in good 
with the priest, the Colombian 
government and all of the for­ 
eign consuls. I defend anyone 
who is in the right.” 
He has: 
—Built up his anim al business 
to the point where he is Leti­ 
cia's biggest private employer 
with 26 full-timers, many part- 
tim ers. 
—Provided thousands of In­ 
dians with an anim al and tropi­ 
cal fish m arket. 
—Brought about the first reg­ 
ularly scheduled airline service 
lo Leticia. 
—Pestered officials until Leti­ 


cia got regular postal service 
and a bank. 
—Prom pted the U.S. Navy to 
equip a modern 56-bed hospital 
here. 


—Launched a 
program 
for 
distribution of CARE packages. 
—Established a tourist agen­ 
cy, a small brick factory and 
trucking business, and, in the 
capital of Bogota, a retail outlet 
for tro, leal fish. 


On tile side, he escorts occa­

To those who 
have a profound sense of pur­ 
pose in their lives there s the 
awareness of sustaining streng­ 
th “ even in the valley of the 
shadow of death." 


Shadows are possible because 
of the bright light that shines.:

That s 
as true for the individual who 
feels of little consequence as ii 
is for the worlds great person-; 
alities. That's why ifs a trage­ 
dy to hole up, pretending that 
there can be no spring.
